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Steel Strike Action 
Is Now Imperative 


President Eisenhower has summoned 
leaders of the steel industry and union 
executives separately for White House 
conferences today to urge settlement of 
the strike which threatens to tie up large 
segments of the American economy with- 
in a very few days. 

If the appeal fails, which is likely, 
the President will be forced to invoke the 
Taft-Hartley Act without much more de- 
lay. This will permit him to impose an 80- 
day injunction against the work stop- 
page while negotiations continue. There is 
not much optimism that even this will 
prevent another walkout at the end of the 
80-day period. 

What we have is an effort by the 
steel industry—indeed by all major in- 
dustries—to end the “escalator” system 
of almost automatic annual wage in- 
creases followed by price increases and 
resultant inflation which is reflected 
throughout the domestic economy and in 
the loss of foreign markets. 

Labor, on the other hand, seeks to 
stop what they term an effort to freeze 
labor costs and to change work rules, 
Briefly, they see in insistence by the steel 
companies on greater efficiency and au- 
tomation a threat to the jobs of steel 
workers. They point to record industry 
profits. . 

Both, in a sense, are at fault. Steel has 
reaped excessive profits through higher 
prices but steel workers are the best 
paid of any in the economy. 

From the standpoint of the public, one 
fact stands out. With industry-wide bar- 
gaining in the steel industry and with 
industry-wide striking by, the steel union, 
the nation finds itself helpless in the 
clutches of vast economic power which is 
so concentrated that it can close down an 
industry basic to the American economy. 

President Eisenhower's irritation is 
understandable. It is shared in growing 
measure by the nation in general. In the 
interests of industry, the steel union and 
the American public most of all, this 
crippling strike must be ended without 
more disastrous inflation.

Swift, Sure Punishment 
Will Deter Young Thugs 


The last of four youths who pulled 
two restaurant holdups in Atlanta was 
given punishment to fit his crime in 
Fulton Superior Court Monday when 
Judge E. E. Andrews sentenced him to 
serve six to 10 years in prison. 

The youth, 18, and his three com- 
panions, ranging in age from 17 to 22, 
reportedly had planned additional rob- 
beries when captured. The other three 
previously had received sentences rang- 
ing from 10 to 20 years. 


There probably will be much ration- 


alizing about where along the road these 
youths went bad. But regardless of the 
reason, there is no room here for the 
type of hoodlumism by youths and teen- 
agers which increasingly occupy the 
headlines the country over, especially in 
New York. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover repeat- 
edly has pointed out the extraordinary 
growth in crimes committed by teen- 
agers and youthful delinquents. Much of 
it he blames on parental coddling and 
lack of discipline in home and school. 

Again last week, Mr. Hoover called 
for stern countermeasures against this 
growing wave of crime by “vicious 
young thugs” and public naming of 
youthful “punks” who defy the law. He 
warned that the incidence of youthful 
crime is mounting year by year. 

Whoever may be responsible and 
wherever we may have failed, swift and 
sure punishment remains the best de- 
terrent to crime for any group within 
the age of responsibility. It’s time to 
stop indulging these young “punks” and 
calling them to account. This Fulton 
judge has pointed the way.

And Now Khrushchev 
Meets the Red Chinese 


Nikita Khrushchev, traveling sales- 
man for USSR, Inc., is scheduled to arrive 
in Peiping, China, today. The occasion is 
the 10th anniversary of the establishment 
of a Communist government in China by 
Mao Tse-tung. 

It was proclaimed on Oct. 1, 1949. 

That there was astonishment in Mos- 
sow is sure. 

Many times before Joseph Stalin pub- 
licly had proclaimed that the Communists 
had no chance to win or rule. In the 
early years Mao Tse-tung had been all 
but banned by the party for insisting on 
an agrarian revolution while Marx had 
said success could come only from the 
proletariat in the cities. At Potsdam Joe 
Stalin had said that only Chiang’s forces 
could rule China. He made a treaty with 
Chiang, with Molotov signing. 

But by 1949 Chiang was defeated and 
driven to the island of Formosa. The im- 
possible had happened. And when it be- 
gan to happen, a stunned Joseph Stalin 
hurriedly gave it what careful support 
he could. All this is recalled—by the Chi- 
nese and the Russians. 

There is wishful thinking that the 


Red Chinese and the Russians will fall 


out—that Peiping is angry because of the 
Khrushchev visit to America. 

That there will be discussions and that 
the Chinese will ask and receive a full 
report is sure. But Khrushchev will séll 
them as he sold his own people. No one 
can win a war. The Communist world, 
he will say, can win without war because 
it has the most workers and the greatest 
will to succeed, 

In time there may be a rift between 
the two Communist powers. It will almost 
certainly come about when the Khrush- 
chevs and the Maos and their successors 
are dead and the passing years have 
brought new ideas and new leaders 
There will be a clash.

Ke y to World Disarmament 


There are, it seems to us, three possible ways to get disarmament. 


None of them coincides with Khrushchev’'s call, 
for total disarmament over four years; 
military establishments, 


tion of all armies, navies, 
any other means of waging war. 

One form of disarmament is 
simple and has been going on. 
Without any mutual agreement at 
all, the United States and Russia 
have both cut back on ground 
forces as they diverted more re- 
sources to nuclear and space 
weapons. But of course this is 
not what people hope for from 
talk of disarmament; they mean 
disarmament substantial enough 
to really help remove the possi- 
bility of total war. 

Another easy way of disarma- 
ment is to accept Soviet propos- 
als. at face value—not Khru- 
shchev’s unrealistic new one, but 
some of his other projects for lim- 
ited arms-curbing. The United 
States for many years has sensi- 
bly rejected the course of taking 
any Soviet proposition at face 
‘value. But now there is at least 
some danger that the United 
States may be getting close to 
concluding agreements of doubt- 
ful validity. 

It’s not that our government or 
its negotiators are gullible about 
Russia, as once was the case. 
Rather, it is that ‘the threat of 
nuclear war is so terrible and 
the hopes of peace so high that it 
seems to some almost wrong not 
to make a disarmament pact 
both for its own sake and to pro- 
duce a better political atmos- 
phere in the world. 

So the United States has long 
been negotiating with the Soviets 
on an inspection system to police 


in his U.N. speech, 
this would involve the aboli- 
war staffs and 


a permanent ban on nu clear 
weapons tests. 

If a fool-proof system were de- 
vised, that would not be real dis- 
armament; it would not do away 
with any weapons already exist- 
ing. Suppose, then, 
agreement to destroy. existing 
stocks of nuclear weapons. That 
by itself would put the United 
States at an enormous military 
disadvantage because the Soviets 
have much more in conventional 
forces than we do. It would there- 
fore have to be coupled with an 
agreement on some kind of parity 
of conventional forces. 

That brings us to the third way 
to get disarmament. 

The basic difficulty is not the 
arms but the nature and ambi- 
tions of international commu- 
nism. 

Naturally it would be naive to 
expect the Communists to change 
their goal of world conquest. But 
it is possible that, realizing the 
terrors of a third world war for 
them and oppressed by their 
arms burden, they might be will- 
ing to moderate their reliance on 
force in the pursuit of their aims. 
In that case the. Soviets would 
have to show proof: they would 
have to begin to liquidate the 


seemingly intractable political is- 


sues—in Eastern Europe, Ger- 
many, Korea and elsewhere— 
which’ they alone created by the 
use or threat of.force. 
Then, and only then, 
there be .a_ rational 
large-scale disarmament.

Yesterday I mentioned a conversation which 
I had with a young man who was leaving home 
for the first time in order that he might con- 


tinue his education on a college 


This young man “ome the 


good fortune, as I see it, of attending a Christian college whose roots 


are deep in the Judeo-Christian heri 

I am not suggesting that our 
large and small secular schools 
are devoid of the influences of 
the Christian tradition. Many of 
them sefve well the spiritual 
needs of their students, many of 


their splendid instructors are de- 
voted churchmen, and many of 
our’ churches minister through 
denominational organizations and 
“ampus pastors to the students 
mrolled. 


Yet I am confident that by their 
rery nature these secular schools 
ten feel disinclined to propagate 
the Gospel for fear of sectarian 
criticism or because they respect 
the American concept of the sep- 
aration of church and state. 


So I feel that this young man, 
coming as he does from a re- 
ligious home and an enthusiastic 
church background, is indeed for- 
tunate to be enrolled on a campus 
wherein the college life is perme- 
ated with Christian influences. 


It is not an accident on our 
church-related campuses that 
faith and knowledge are so close- 
ly identified. Religion and educa- 
tion always have been kindred in 
spirit and emphasis. Every great 
movement of the Spirit within the 
church has been paralleled by an 
equally significant emphasis upon 
the training of the minds of men. 

This was true when our Lord 
gathered twelve men about Him- 
self and taught them. This was

true when the éarly church be- 
came primarily a teaching and 
an evangelistic church. This was 
true at each watershed in the his- 
tory of the church wherein the 
church leaders argued for the 
need of great schools. This was 
also true when the Puritans in 
the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
built their schools and colleges 
before they had even completed 
the roofing of their homes. 

I can find no time in church 
history when genuine religious 
leaders placed a priority upon ig- 
norance, when churchmen 
thought that ignorance was bliss, 
or when the church led men into 
mental darkness. 

There is no greater message in 
faith than that the mind should 
be laid, as it were, upon the altar. 
Our Lord said, *‘Thou shalt love 
the Lord thy God. . . with all 
thy mind.” 

Some misled persons—or so | 
would judge them—have said that 
there is a fundamental rivalry 
between the world of the Spirit 
and the world of the mind. The 
history of our church is incon- 
sistent with such thought. The 
church, more than any other 
group within our Western civili- 
zation, has and still does encour- 
age the liberating of the human 
mind from the sins of ignorance 
and mental death.

Throughout the area, trees were 
blown down, power lines snapped 
and signs toppled. The Savannah 
Police Department estimated be- 
tween 15 and 20 stores had plate 
glass windows shattered. 


Electrical power was maintained 
throughout most of the city during 
the storm. The downtown section 
and the Isle of Hope underwent a 
power shortage that lasted only 
a few minutes. 


However, hundreds of homes in 
the area were without electricity 
after falling trees and limbs broke 
power lines. One home was re- 
ported damaged by fire which was 
started by a fallen power line. 


A steady rain throughout the 
night had soaked the ground, 
loosening the soil around roots 
which made trees a_ push-over 


to high winds. 


An emergency force of 4,000 
persons stood by for duty in the 
event the center of the storm hit 
the Savannah area. However; only 
a few were needed. 


State Adj. Gen. George J. Hearn 
had ordered National Guard units 
in a number of south Georgia 
communities on a stand-by basis 
but none were required to help 
the wind-hit section. 


The bulk of the emergency as- 
sistance in Savannah and in the 
coastal areas was provided by 
Civil Defense, Red Cross and Sal- 
vation Army. It entailed mostly 
housing and feeding refugees from 
low areas. 


“They did as fine a job as I've

Forty states in the Union, in- 
cluding our own, - have pro- 
claimed Oct. 15 as Poetry Day 
and all over the land presum- 
ably hordes of people will make 
a respectful gesture toward 
poetry and the reading and writ- 
ing of same. 


Marel Brown, well-known 
Georgia poet and Poetry Day 
chairman for Georgia, sent me 
a notice and ordinarily I would 
turn handsprings to say a good 
word for poets and poetry. But 
I don’t know, I’m not so crazy 
about poetry today. Since a 
paperback edition of Shake- 
speare’s sonnets got in the wash- 
ing machine (in my son’s pants 
pocket) the other day and put 
mottled purple and green and 
magenta blobs on all our 


clothes, I've been wondering of 
you couldn't run poetry in the 
ground. 


It’s bad enough to have to pick 
bobby pins, chewed-up match 
boxes and thumb tacks out of 
the washing machine strainer 
without having to cope with 
gluey metaphors and _  soap- 
streaked similes. I don’t mind 
lint on my best table cloth but 
it is distracting to pluck at what 
looks like a fat ravel and find 
it not only has reading on it 
but what looks like ominous 
reading—a line running, “My 
grief lies onward and my joy 
behind.”’ 


Still, I suppose it would have 
been just as bad if it had been 
‘Lady Chatterly’s Lover” and 
probably worse if it had been 
that $7 copy of the Motor Man- 
ual that fell in the washing 
machine. So I won’t really hold 
that against poetry. 


My disaffection with poetry 
probably goes deeper than son- 
nets in my detergent anyhow. 
I think it’s those poems I've 
been getting in the morning 
mail. Some people write me 
nice poems. Some, like Virginia 
Bailey, a former Atlantan now 
living in Cratham, N.J., share 
a gay jingle or two. For in- 
stance: 


“Each day for me dawns 


It’s Very Hard To Wax

clear and bright. 


No mental blocks dim my 
eve. 

For I wash my mind clean 
every night. 


And hang it up to dry.” 


That's Mrs. Bailey's which 
reminded me in a way of the 
marvelous Ogden Nash, ‘Song 
Before Breakfast."’ You'll have 
to read the whole thing for a 
stunning example of firm reso- 
lution and optimism in what 
he calls, “Oh beamish morn- 
ing, big with hope.”’ But I’m 
partial to the lines: 

"Oh happy me! Oh lucky I! 

Another chance with life to 

vie! 

Another golden opportunity 


To rise and shine in this 
community! 


Almost I feel within me stir 
A budding force of charac- 


ter. 

Who knows but what I 
might 

Perhaps have altered over- 
night?” 

But as I started to say, 


there's another kind of poem 
(so-called) that I've been get- 
ting almost daily from a satiri- 
cal friend who should be im- 
proving the shining hours 


(Isaac Watts) otherwise. This 
gentleman takes out after me 
in the most execrable doggerel 
and when I haven't written 
something that makes a good 
target he complains bitterly 


that my column has deterio- 
rated beyond all hope .. . and 
writes me a poem anyhow, 


usually to such classic subjects 
as spring and auttumn. 


While I'm still smarting from 
a fusillade from this frustrated 
Shelley I get a letter from a 
real poet, Georgia's laureate, 
Ollie Reeves. But does it con- 
tain any balm for my biis- 
tered ego in the form of ‘an 
ode to my eyebrow or some- 
thing? It does not. Mr. Reeves 
writes to take me to task for 
not being hep to the history, 
achievements and glories of 
W.S.C.S., the Methodist wom- 
en’s celebrated group. He 
scolds me, threatens to tell 
my mother (‘What she will do 
to you does not concern me 
because I think you have it 
coming to you") and ends his 
letter, ‘‘Affectionately and pain- 
fully.” 


So, dear Marel Brown, I 
think I may just turn my head 
when Poetry Day goes by this 
year. It’s not that poetry itself 
is so bad. By and large I guess 

s too good for poets.

When parents of a mentally 
disturbed child finally decide 
to seek help, they often do not 
know which way to turn. Ob- 
viously, they can consult a 
psychiatrist but psychiatrists 
‘are few and far between and 
they are expensive. 


What: then? Undoubtedly, the 
best thing they can do is ar- 
range for the child to be treat- 
ed in one of Georgia's eight 
Child guidance clinics. They are 
located in Fulton, DeKalb, 
Cobb, Bibb, Chatham, Musco- 
gee, Floyd and Glynn counties. 
In Fulton and DeKalb the child 
cannot be taken directly to a 
clinic; he must be referred. 

Dr. Trawick Stubbs, director 
of the State Health Depart- 
ment’s Division of Mental 
‘Health, says a family physician 
‘er pediatrician usually should 
refer a disturbed- child. This 
“serves two purposes: 


1. The question of medical 
diagnosis is left in competent 


hands—the family’s own doc- 
tor. This means the Clinic, 
which has no provisions for 


medical services, will be pro- 
tected against the possibility 
of training a child for an emo- 
tional disturbance when the 
Fehild’s problem is rooted In a 
‘physical ailment. 

2. The family physician or 
pediatrician has had some ex 
“perience in dealing with emo- 
tional problems and may have 
had some psychiatric training. 
Thus, a referral from him 
means there has been ad- 
ditional screening and chances 
are the child really needs the 
clinic's help. 


Dr. J. F. Hackney, commis- 
sioner of health for Fulton 
County, said applications are 
not accepted without referral 
by physicians, schools, social 
agencies or ministers “because, 
in most situations, the contract 
with the referral source is an 
essential part of the treatment 
and without this liaison, treat- 
ment cannot be effective.’’ 


Some school systems have 
trained personnel who assist in 
working out a student’s emo- 
tional problems. For example, 
the Atlanta school system has 
a pupil personnel section which 
employs psychologists. 


“Problems that are school- 
centered usually are handled by 
the pupil personnel section,” 
Dr. Stubbs explained. ‘But if 
a student is found to have a 
problem that is centered. at 
home, the case usually is re-

The 
clinics are not equipped to train 
a mental defective; this is a 
job for the Gracewood training 
school, a state institution for 
mentally retarded at Augusta. 
Gracewood, incidentally, has a 
waiting list of about 300. 


(‘The state has no public fa- 
cilities tor providing in-patient 
psychiatric treatment for chil- 
dren. The understaffed Milledge- 
ville State Hospital reluctantly 
accepts child mental cases in 
rare instances. In these cases, 
the children are put in wards 
with adults. ) 


Once a child has been re- 
ferred to a clinic, the clinic 
sends a lengthy questionnaire to 
the parents. The questions con- 
cern the background of the 
child and the parents’ observa- 
tions of his emotional difficul- 
lies. 


The parents and their child 
are then given an appointment 
at the clinic to be interviewed 
by a member of the profession- 
al team — the psychiatrist, the 
psychologist or the social work- 
er. The psychiatrist heads the 
team. 


The psychiatric social work- 
er usually is the first to see the 
parents and the children. The 
social worker also is the person 
who helps in the family’s ad- 
justment to social and environ- 
mental factors that are relat- 
ed to child-parent problems, and 
she acts as liaison between the 
clinic and other community 


azencies. 


The psychologist gives and in- 
terprets various kinds of apti- 
tude, personality and intelligence 
tests. These tests assist the psy- 
chologist in understanding how 
each child is different, how he 
reacts in various situations and 
how he might respond to psy- 
chiatric help. 


Dr. Hackney points out that 
because child guidance is a pub- 
lic health program, its sole em- 
phasis cannot be on protracted 
and intensive. treatment of dis- 
turbed children. Therefore, he 
said, the services consist of both 
a treatment and educational 
program. 

The treatment service be 
gins with an application inter- 
view appointment with one or 
both parents.

“Here the problem as they 
see it is presented,”’ Dr. ‘Hack- 
ney said. ‘“‘The parent and child 
are then. seen for two more 
simultaneous interviews, the 
parent for background informa- 
tion and the child for psycho- 
logical evaluation. 


“Following the staff discus- 
sion of this material, at which 
the referral source is frequent- 
ly asked to be present, the 
parents are seen. by the 
psychiatrist and another staff 
member for a report of the 
findings and recommendations 
of the staff.

CHICAGO — At a friendly

cay the kitchens debuted their 


newest product—the new kitch- 
ens cookbook which has just 
come off the press. 


I think, when you see it, you 
will be as excited over it as we 
food editors are. To begin with 
the size is unusual—it is actual- 
ly wider than it is long. Who 
cares about size? We all do be- 
cause this one was designed in 
such a way that it will lie flat 
on the kitchen counter. When 
you start to bake a cake the 
pages won't flit over so you find 
yourself adding the ingredients 
of something like minestrone. 


An outstanding feature of the 
new cookbook is its unique ‘“‘sit- 
uation-finder’’ index. You just 
turn to the occasion to find a 
variety of suitable recipes. So, 
whether you need help in plan- 
ning a ‘special party menu or 
assistance in bringing variety to 
the day-in-day-out pattern of 
three meals a day, this cook- 
book will come to your aid, 
Recipes are easy to spot be- 
cause they are printed to the 
right of the page, not sprinkled 
into the midst of editorial copy. 


Whether you're~ looking for 
useful, useable or unusual reci- 
pes it appears this cookbook has 
them. Just to see how useable 
the book is going to be, I looked 
for an unusual vegetable reci- 
pe which might be expected to 
taste just a little different but 
still not involve intricate sauce- 
making. Green beans with wa- 
ter chestnuts in casserole was 
the one that caught my eye. 


GREEN BEANS WITH WATER 
CHESTNUTS IN CASSEROLE 


3 pkes. (9 ounces each) quick- 
frozen French style green 
beans 


1'. cups water 
1'. tsps. salt 
Ilcan (5 ounces) 
chestnuts 
Z2 cans (10'. ounces each) con- 
densed cream of celery soup 
1, tsp. pepper 
t. cup milk

Combine beans, water and salt 
in a saucepan. Cover. Bring 
quickly to a boil over high 
heat, separating block with fork, 
if necessary, to hasten thawing. 
When water boils, reduce heat 
and cook gently until thawed, 
but still slightly erisp, about 4 


minutes. Drain. Layer beans 
sliced water chestnuts in a 2- 
quart greased casserole. Mix 


the celery soup and pepper with 
the mulk. Pour over the mix- 
ture in the casserole. Bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees F.) 
about 25 minutes. Then top with 
French fried onions and bake 
until onions are golden brown, 
19 minutes or more. Makes 8 to 
10 servings. 


You might test it out vyour- 
self and then you'll have an idea 
of whether or not this cookbook 
is for you. Certainly, its beau 
tiful color photos and large print 
would attract any woman.
